Describe the present and original (if known) physical appearance

The Enos Michael House is a two and one-half story Greek Revival structure of wood frame
construction. The 284 x 354 foot rectangular structure has a cut stone foundation and a
gabled roof. Wooden pilasters which resemble columns are attached to each of the four
corners of the house.

The foundation of the north or main facade exhibits small cobblestones across the front of
the foundation. New steps lead to a one-story portico which has been recently built, re-
placing a non-original orick pcrch.

The main facade is divided into five bays. The central entrance is flanked by side lights
of five 1ights each, with an eight-1ight transom. The side Tights are flanked by wooden
pilasters. The entire entrance is flanked by another set of slender wooden pilasters

with rectangular bases.

Four doublehiung sash windows are located on the ground level, a pair on each side of the
entrance. Directly above the first floor apertures are five, six-over-one acublehung
sash windows.

A prenounced entablature, located under the eave of the gabled roof, extends the lTength
cf the facade.

The west elevation of the house contains a scuth door (with an awning) and a north window
on the first level. The second level comprises a one-over-one doudlehung sash window
directly above each of the first floor apertures.

The attic level of the west elevation is illuminated by two single 1ight windows placed
closer together than those windows on the lower levels. The returns, which are charac-
teristic of the Greek Revival style, are exhibited at the gable end of the roof. The
gable is simply adorned by a wide cornice at the rake. A brick chimney is also located at
each gable end of the roof. The entablatures of the north and south elevations serve

as trim for the returns.

The original first story of the south or rear elevation is obscured by a 12 x 35% foot frame
addition built in 1920. The one story addition extends the entire width of the elevation.

A one-over-one doublehung sash window is contained in the west elevation of the addition.
The south elevation contains three one-over-one doublehung sash windows. A door is lo-
cated near the east end of the addition. The entire one story structure is covered by a

low pitched, hipped roof.

The second story of the original rear elevation differs from that of the front facade
in that it has only three windows instead of five. The three windows are concentrated
toward the center of the elevation. The central window is a one-over-one doublehung
sash flanked by six-over-one doublehung sash windows. The deep entablature extends the
length of the roof eave and curves around to the gable ends to trim the returns of the
east and west elevations.

Passage can be made from the front entrance hall into both front parlors, the rear
kitchen, and the staircase. The staircase rises to a landing, turns right, and then
divides into a "Y" in a front to back center hall. An enclosed stairway leads to the

attic,which consists of a large, open space.
The chimneys extend downward from the roof to the large cutstone chimney cupboards at

each end of the deep basement. The east chimney services the mantled fireplace in the
front parlor; the west chimney services the plain fireplace in the rear kitchen.

Statement of Significance (in one paragraph)

The Enos Michael House, built ca. 1848-1850, is significant for its historic association
with the development of Fremont, Indiana, and as a rare,large example of Greek Revival
architecture in the area. Many lifelong residents have said it was used as a stagecoach
stop and inn along the historic Vistula Road which was the main route between Toledo

and Chicago in the 1300's.

Enos Michael was one of the original settlers of Fremont, then known as Brockville. He
carried on the family craft as a weaver after his arrival in Brockville from Pennsylvania
in 1845. Enos Michael recorded a bit of Indiana history inhis coverlets. "When the
census of 1850 was taken in June, the village was still named Brockville and so appears
on one Michael coverlet; another, woven the same year, bears the name "Fremont'", thereby
establishing within a few months the date on which the name was changed. It is the only
known instance that a coverlet has confirmed a point of history. Coverlets by Enos
Michael are rather rare (and his) work is notable for the use of brilliant scarlets and
dark greens."1 )
